ON CAPITAL ASSETS 


MADE BY COURT

Washington. May IG.— The gov­ 
ernment won today ii: the supreme 
court its contention that increased 
value* of any capital assets must Im 
considered in a corporation’s profits 
when taxes were* computed. 
Th** 
court’s decision was in th** appeal 
of the La Belle iron works from a 
ruling of the 
treasury 
that 
oie 
lands purchased for $190,000 in 1904 
must he returned in Hie 1917 report 
at ten million dollars and a tax 
paid on the difference. 
The opin­ 
ion sustained this ruling. 
The meaning of the act as to in­ 
vested capital is clear, the court 
said. 
‘ it was to cover actual cost 
of property, disregarding anything 
that does not c hange* th** form of in­ 
vest rnent.” 


Hundreds of millions of dollars iii 
excess profits taxes were involved 
in the case. which was characteriz­ 
ed -bv a high government official as 
“ the most important legal suit af­ 
fecting federal finances to arise in 
several decades. The court was un­ 
animous iii its decision except Ju s­ 
tice Reynolds concurred only in tin* 
result.

ON VOLSTEAD ACT senate opens inquiry 
ON CONDUCT OF ROUS

ure, the supreme court today ruled 
The decision was given in the ap 
peal of J. J. Dillon of San Francis­ 
co, from decisions in lower courts 
refusing his petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus on the ground that

Dillon was arrested while trans­ 
porting a case of wine to tile home 
of irs owner. 
His counsel a s s e r t e d 
that section three of the amend­ 
ment originally proposed by Sena­ 
tor Harding placed a limitation on 
the action of the stale legislature 
and was therefore unconstitutional.

A FEDERAL BUDGET. 


In one of his copyrighted articles in 
the Philadelphia Public Ledger, Ex- 
President Taft argues strongly in fa­ 
vor of the federal budget as provided 
in the house bill recently passed in­ 
stead of the plan proposed in the sen­ 
ate bill which has also gone to confer­ 
ence. 
Mr. Taft says that either form 
of the hill will mean 
great progress 
hut he maintains unhesitatingly that 
the house bill is the better and would 
bring about greater efficiency in the 
government at Washington. 
The essential 
difference 
between 
the house bill and the senate bill is 
that the senate bill puts the responsi­ 
bility of preparing the budget upon 
the secretary of the treasury whereas 
the house bill fixes it on the president. 
One of the main reasons why our gov­ 
ernment is so extravagant and ineffi­ 
cient at present is that in the absence 
of budget legislation such as is now 
about to be enacted there has been no 
method of supervising the proposed 
expenditures turned into congress by 
the different departments and govern­ 
ment bureaus. 
Any department head 
could make 
whatever recommenda­ 
tions he saw fit and the secretary of 
the treasury had no option but to send 
them in. The president may have had 
power to compel changes and certain­ 
ly his suggestions would have been 
respected, but the president had no 
machinery whatever for inquiring into 
matters of this kind. 
lf the plan suggested in the house 
bill is accepted by congress a bureau 
would be created, placed in no depart­ 
ment- but acting independently under 
the president, for the purpose of in­ 
vestigating all proposed expenditures 
of the government and advising the 
president how “to trim the estimates 
wisely and without impairing the ef­ 
ficiency of the departments.” 
This is 
what Mr. Taft 
believes 
should be 
done. 
There 
is no 
other way, he 
thinks, to overcome the condition of 
affairs which Mr. John Skelton Wil­ 
liams recently described as the curse 
of government' 
“bureaumania.” 
In 
this connection Mr. Taft says: 
“No one knows, until he has tried, 
the obstructive 
inerita 
of 
bureau 
chiefs and of the heads of departments 
new in their work 
under 
the influ­ 
ence of bureau chiefs in resisting a 
change and curtailment of their opera­ 
tions recommended by an authority 
outside the 
department. 
It 
will re­ 
quire a1! the weight that the presi­ 
dent can bring 
to 
bear 
to 
carry 
through the reform measures neces­ 
sary to make this budget system a 
success. 
He cannot do it at all unless 
he has a bureau of experts to help 
him. 
The secretary of the treasury iii 
attempting this, of course, will have 
a bureau of experts, but he will not 
have the prestige 
and 
authority of 
the president. 
As a critic he will be 
contending with his fellow members 
of the cabinet, while he will have a 
large department of his own, in which 
the need for reform is quite as strik­ 
ing as in any other department in the 
government. 
The difference will be 
serious, and ultimately some of them 
a r e q u i t e l i k e l y to come to the presi­ 


dent. Thus the president will become 
involved in the matter and without the 
means of a separate and independent 
bureau to aid him in his decisions.” 
Air. lait s reasoning would seem to 
be fairly conclusive and he speaks, 
oi course, out of the 
fullness of ex­ 
perience. 
The objection that to fol­ 
low this plan would be to impose too 
heavy work upon 
the 
president he 
sweeps aside as also 
the 
contention 
that an arrangement 
of 
this 
sort 
would make the head of the presi­ 
dent’s bureau of experts a super head 
of all the departments.” 
The presi­ 
dent can be counted upon, Mr. Taft 
thinks, not to put into this post a man 
wholly lacking in tact and diplomacy. 
“The president,” he 
says, 
“will not 
lean on him as against his cabinet of­ 
ficers, but the president will use the 
facts and 
recommendations 
which 
this chief of bureau brings to him as 
a basis for discussion with each cab­ 
inet officer and will use these facts 
and recommendations in weighing the 
objections which a cabinet officer re­ 
ceives from his 
bureau 
chiefs and 
presents to the president on the same 
subject.” 
The operation of the federal budget 
will probably tend 
to 
increase 
the 
power of the president, whether the 
house plan is adopted or his senate 
plan, but of course the exercise of this 
increased power would be felt more 
quickly under the house plan. This is 
probably what is back of the senate’s 
effort to put this new authority in the 
hands of a cabinet officer personally. 
It is difficult to see how anything of 
substantial value 
will 
result 
from 
such an arrangement and it seems to 
us that Mr. Taft makes out a pretty 
complete case in favor of the house 
bill. 


A MODEST GENIUS. 


Professor Einstein may not be able 
to get himself into our thick heads 
what he is talking about when it comes 
to “relativity,” but he is probably go­ 
ing to find his way into our hearts. The 
great Swiss displays a modesty that is 
most charming. Speaking before the 
National Academy of Sciences, he de­ 
clared himself unworthy of the high 
tribute paid him by the president of 
the 
academy. 
“When a man 
after 
long years of searching,” 
he said, 
“chances upon a thought which dis­ 
closes something of the beauty of this 
mysterious universe, 
he 
should not, 
therefore, be personally 
celebrated. 
He is already sufficiently paid by his 
experience of seeking and finding. In 
science, moreover, the work of the in­ 
dividual is so bound up with that of 
his scientific 
predecessors and con­ 
temporaries that it appears almost as 
an important product of his genera­ 
tion.” 
In a world much given to blowing 
its own trumpet and in an age thor­ 
oughly convinced, for the most part, 
of the virtue and value of personal ad­ 
vertising, these words fall pleasantly 
upon the ear. 
Not all the poets, not 
all the novelists, not all the scientists 
of today are capable of such expres­ 
sions. 
There is the modesty of Dar­ 
win himself in Einstein’s 
intimation 
that the thing which he has done is 
not the product of his own brain so 
much as it is the product of his gener­ 
ation. 
It seems likely that this people, dis­ 
posed at first to look upon Einstein 
as a scientific treak, will make less 
fun at his expense as it comes to know* 
him better.
